Washington — The acuto feeling 


"between the governments of Mexico 
iind the United States lias been super- 
seded by a sentiment ot pronounced 
1 riendliness ill the controversy ove 
the petroleum land laws. While th 
exact formula for a solution has no 
been found yet, the spirit of approac 
to a settlement is better today than i 
has been since, the'new 
land 
law 


were passed by the Mexican congres 
iruDecembcr. 


Secretary Krllogg has found that in 


dealing- with the Mexican governmen 
tho latter can be relied upon to se< 
that international obligations as we! 
us a. spirit of comity requires an ex 
animation of every internal act in th 
light of external effects. 
"in asserting sovereign rights, Mcxic 
is looked upon as exercising a natura 
and inherent prerogative but the ques 
lion 
of making a law 
rctroactiv 


which might bo confiscatory is some 
thing- which all nations hn.vo looke 
upon as a. delicate problem which can 
not be handled in-sided fashion. 


IS LEGITIMATE I>ESIRK 


The- desire of Mexico to control he 


sub-soil rights and to regulate forcigr 
ownership is viewed by American of 
ficials as legitimate, It is merely 
question 
of bow these laws 
shal 


operate. Mexico has not yc,t proclaim 
od her regulations which give efl'cc 
to new laws. The Mexican govern 
ment therefore is somewhat disturbs 
that prematurely these should have 
been inferences drawn that eonfisca 
tory acts would follow. 
It still re 


mains possible for the Mexican gov 
crnment by its regulations to draw a 
lino between confiscation which is bj 
international law recognized as un 
friendly and control. 


Thus the United States governmen 


has the soveregm right to require any 
diplomatic officers of foreign govern 
merits to conform absolutely to Ameri 
can law in their residence here. Bu 
such a step would be followed by tin 
withdrawal of reciprocal 
privileges 


abroad. 


PROBLEM OF RECIPROCITY 


The examples could be multiplied o 


Ihe same thing. The whole problem 
therefore becomes one of reciprocity 
Would Mexico be, justified as a matter 
of policy in .enforcing literally some 
of laws she has passed especially i! 
by so doing she might lose reciprocal 
benefits in other directions not only 
with the United States but with other 
foreign governments? 
American of- 


ficials think it would be unwise and 
are urging in a'spirit of friendliness 
that the solution bo tesed upon such 
considerations.

in the scandal which has now cost the 
Maharajah his throne is Mumtaz Be- 
gum, 
one 
of his former favorites. 


Mumtaz escaped from the Maharajah's 
household and sought the protection 
of Abdul Kadir Bawla, a Bombay mer- 
chant of great wealth. 


Early in January of last year she 


and her new protector were attacked 
by a group of armed men, allegedly 
in the-employ of the Maharajah, while 
driving on Malabar hill in. the out- 
skirts of Bombay,

but not before Bawla had been killed 
and the girl's beauty marred by a 
knife cut across the face.
